Painters’ Strike, 
Involving 6,000, 
Set for Tomorrow 


Under Way for Uni- 
form Compaci. - 


Hope for the amicable negotiation of a 
uniform agreement designed to eliminate 
strikes for the next three yearqa now 
being considered by employers and offi- 
Clals of the Chicago Building Trades 
council, received a severe setback yes- 
terday, 

This came in the form of an order from 
the headquarters of the painters’ district 
council, acting independently of the 
trades council, directing its members. 
numbering about 6,000 men, to walk out 
tomorrow morning unlege their employ- 
ers can show an agreement signed direct- 
| ly with the painters’ council, regardless 
of any uniform understanding that may 
be reached between the employers end 
the genera! trades council. 


Opposes Uniform Compact. 

The order wae signed by Secretary L. 
P. Lindelof of the painters’ organization, 
whe has opposed strenuously the efforts 
of the Building Trades council and the 
employers to effect the uniform compact. 

Since members of the Decorators and 
Painters’ club, an organization including 
150 of the largest employers in the city, 
have refused flatly to subscribe to the in- 
dependent agreement demanded by the 
Painters, it is probable a walkout on 
some jobs cannot be avoided. 
“In the uniform agreement, which has 


national union leaders, it is said, are an 
anti-strike clauge and another provision 
permitting the use of nonunion made 
materials in the construction of buildings 
on which union men are employed. 
Omitted in Painters’ Demand. 

These two provisions are omitted in the 
individual agreement the painters’ dis- 
trict council demands employers sign if 
they are to avert a walkout. } 

“ We- are not asking any increase in 
wages,” said Mr. Lindelof, “ but are only 
asking for the renewal of the agreement 
under which we have been working for 
three years past. We will not abide by 
the provisione of the uniform agreement 
and our decision is final.” 

Until a Jate hour last night Secretary 
Lindelof was closeted ina secret confer- 
ence in the Morrison hotel with leaders 
favoring the uniform agreement. 


Gompers at Conference. 

Among those at the conference were 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and J. 
Wiliams, president of the building trades 
department of the federation. He re- 
fused to reconsider his action in calling 
the strike. 

Mr. Lindelof asserted that several 
other trades would strike in sympathy. 

Representatives of the mk wagon 
driver union, who have been endeavor- 
ing to obtain a six day week, declared 
there would be no etrike of the drivere 
for several months to come, as had been 
threatened. —

DR. WINEBURG 
CONVICTED OF 
WHITE SLAVERY 


Hours’ Debate Recom- 
mends Leniency.

GIRL WEEPS AT TRIAL. 


Dr. Louis P. Wineburg of Ligonier, Ind., 
was found guilty late last night of violat- 
ing the Mann act. The jury returned the 
verdict in Federal Judge Carpenter's 
court after eight hours of deliberation. 

“ We the jury find the defendant guilty 
as charged in the indictment,"’ read the 
clerk, “and we respectfully recommend 
leniency by the court.” 

Testimony to Girl’s Story. 

The verdict of the jury was a testimony 
to the truth of the story tokd by Grace 
Belle Lecher, the pretty 19 year old girl 
who was once a patient of Dr. Wineburg. 

She said Dr. Wineburg made love to her 
and gave her mysterious whité taDicts. 
She testified they spent the night to- 
gether at the Great Northern hotel on 
May 6, 1013, after he had brought her 
from Kalamazoo, Mich. 

When the even tones of the clerk had 
concluded the reading of the jury’s find- 
ing Mrs. Wineburg, who wae with her 
husband in the courtroom, burst into 
It’s terrible, but I stil! believe in you, 
Louis,” she sobbed. 


Wineburg Near Breakdown. 

“ Brace up, doctor,” said his attorney. 
Joseph R. Burres, patting the shoulder of 
his client. 

Dr. Wineburg was near a nervous 
breakdown. He had been advised by his 
attorney that conviction might mean a 
maximum of five years in the peniten- 
tiary and a heavy fine. It was the firet 
case tried in the federal courts of Chi- 
cago where the element of qrmemerctag 
vice did not enter in. 

“I can’t understand ft—it is terrible," 
he said to reporters. “ The jury must 
have been moved by sentiment. A pretty 
girl and her story had more weight with 
them than my seven witnesses who testi- ; 
fied I wasn’t in Kalamazoo at all. Senti- 
ment, that's what it was. Abd the motive 
back of the complaint was blackmail.”’ 


“Compromise,” Says Burres. 

“The doubtful nature of the govern- 
ment’s case is shown by the fact that tt 
took almost nine hours for the jury to 
make a decision,’’ said Mr. Burres. “It 
was a compromise verdict—the recom- 
mendation for leniency is proof of th 
“We won because the girl was telling 
a perfectly direct, truthful story and the 
jury knew it,’' said Assistant District At- 
torney Benjamin Eypetein. 
Three formal ballots were taken by the 
jurymen. The first was eight to four for 
conviction, it was reported, and the next 
nine to three. Then the men who stood 
out for acquittal were won over by the 
proposal to recommend clemency. 


Jurors Surprise Speculators. 
The case went to the jury at 3:26 in the 
afternoon and the verdict was returned 
at 12:20 thie morning. It was reported 
earlier there would be a disagreement, 
but a Httle after midnight one of the 
jurors asked that the elevator service be 
retained a few minutes longer. 

Judge Carpenter thanked the jury for 
ite attention to the cage, saying he felt 
the jury had been moved to bring in the 
verdict as the result of a ¢conscierRious | 
consideration of the evidence.

A new missing witness mystery, paral- 
leling the recent disappearance of Albert 
Vasey and in the same court, arose yes- 
terday to tie the hands of the state inthe. 
prosecution of William Shipman, alleged 
murderer. 

This time it is a woman who nes van- 
ished—Mrse. Eleanor Black, mother of the 
18 year old boy whom Shipman !s accused 
of having stabbed to death. 

Mrs. Black, supposedly a witness to the 
murder, was to have been played by the 
prosecution as a trump. But when the 
case was called in Judge O’Connor’s court 
she did not appear. It developed Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney W. W. Witte had 
been seeking the woman since Friday and 
had learned, in the course of his search, 
that she was friendly with Shipman. 
Joseph Geary, the state's attorney's 
chief investigator, has been unable to 
trace Mre. Black’s movements later than 
Friday night, when she visited the home 
of Thomas F. Daly at 733 South Kolmar 
avenue. Daly, like Shipman, is a loco- 
motive engineer, employed on the Chi- 
cago Great Western railroad.

According to the administration, the 
note is not really a protest, but a presenta- 
tion of the views of the United States 
upon the procedure adopted to shut off 
trade with Germany, which, the allies 
confess, is unprecedented and not in con- 
formity with the recognized principles 
of international law. 


Follows Argument of Others. 
The note follows generally the lines of 
argument contained jin the protests ad- 
dressed to. Great Britain by Holland and 
the Scandinavian countries. 

In the communication the United Stafes 
takes its stand squarely upon the rro- 
vision of the declaration of Parie, that 
the “ neutral flag covers enemy's goods, 
with the exceptionof contraband of war.”’ 
Great Britain and France are signatories 
of that convention, which is recognized 
international law today. In accordance 
with that declaration the United States 
contends that interference with its trade 
with Germany in noncontreband goods is 
unwarranted. Moreover, the form of 
blockade proclaimed by the allies is de- 
signed to interfere with peaceful trade 
between the United States and neutral 
nations.

Turk Forts in Dardanelles 
Too Strong for Allied Fleet? 


DARDANELLES, March 28, via Berlin, 
to London, March 30.—After having re- 
mained almost totally inactive since 
March 18, vessels of the allies’ fleet to- 
day developed a slight activity near the 
entrance to the Dardanelles, bombarding 
lightly what appears to have been an un- 
tenanted infantry position. 

Since March 18 the allies have not made 
an attack of any sort on the town of Dar- 
danelles, limiting their operations to weak 
attempts to fish for Turkish mines 
Every allied vessel which has penetrat- 
ed the straits at night has been met by 
firing frem the alert Turkish troops, and 
the result invariably has been a quick 
withdrawal.

Apparently no serious attempt to sweep

15. Interest by the allies in the Darda- 
nelles defense works has not been lacking, 
however, for every day an allied aviator 
takes a spin over the outer end of the 
waterway.

Turkish officers say the allies are not 
likely to resume their operations as long 
as they are unable to avail themselves of 
a fire superior to that of March 18, which 
they declare was tremendous, but totally 
incapable of coping with the situation.

We canmot get what 
the people are entitled to from these com- 
panies until we put men in office who will 
make it their business to see that these 
companies discharge theic lawful obli- 
gations. 


Do What They are Compelled. 

The men who control and direct the op- 
erations of these companies are human 
beings just like the rest of us. When 
they are not required or even asked to 
fulfill their contractual obligations they 
are apt to forget and neglect them. On 
the other hand, when they encounter city 
officials who, for the purpose of appear- 
ing favorably in the newspaper head- 
lines or for any other reason, 
extraordinary and unreasonable demands 
upon them, their tendency is to sag back

In 1703.he founded the new capital of St. Peters- 

burg (now Petrograd), at the mouth of she Neva 
- river, which was to serve as “a window through 
which his people might look into Europe.” 

The beginning of the German influence at the 
court of St. Petersburg dates from the reign of Anne, 
1730-1740. Her favorite, Biren, and other Germans 
were the dominating officials of the government dur- 
ing her reign and through their influence she chose 
as her successor the son of hef niece, the Duchess 
of Brunswick. As Ivan VI. he occupied the throne 
a little more than a year and was followed by Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Peter the Great and Catherine I. 
She relegated the German element to the background 
in the government and further showed her hatred 
of the Germans by her constant struggle with Fred- 
erick the Great of Prussia, which cost Russia not 
less than 300,000 men and mahy miljon rubles. 

In spite of her anti-Germanism her selection of a 
successor fel] to her nephew, Charles Peter Ulrich, 
Duke of Holstein-Gottorp, the son of her. oldest. 
sister, Anna. He was in fact a thorough German,

despite his Russian mother, and again the Slavonic 
hatred of the German disposed of this unwelcome 
monarch, Peter I{1., after a few months’ reign, dur- 
ing which time he had shown the most supine def- 
‘erence to Frederick the Great. 

Catherine the Great, his wife, succeeded him. 
Despite her German origin she managed to make | 
herself popular with the upper ranks of Russian 
society, and her power and influence as sovereign 
gave Russia-an impetus toward progress only second 
to that during the time of Peter the Great. 

Her unhappy married life, the assassination of 
‘her husband, Peter III., and the many scandals at- 
taching to the name of Catherine have not detracted 
from her greatness as a monarch. Under her sway. 
the German influence at St. Petersburg became firm- 
ly intrenched, but it was directed for the advance- 
‘ment of Rusgia and not in the supine manner in 
‘which her consort had attempted to use it. 

To the Slavs, however, Catherine the Great is no 
cherished memory, and the heritage of German in- 
fluence at the Kremlin left by this great sovereign 
has been a thorn in the side of the Russians ever 
Many of the German names of influence in 
Russia today date from this period. Ag the power 
of the czars has been extended in modern times the 
influence of the Slavs bas become more dominant

FOR WOMAN AND THE CHILD. 
There’ are two bills in the legislature which are 


eee 


} based on the most conservative principle that can 
‘ govern the policy of an enlightened state. 


The principle is the conservation of woman and 
the child. 

Yet by a paradox of political shortsightedness this 
profoundly conservative principle has been called 
radical in the false sense of destructive. 

Happily that error is passing away rapidly in 
the United States and we are realizing that any 
nation, any commonwealth, which neglects wise leg- 
islation protective of womanhood and childhood is 
neglecting its most vita] interest. To let the pros- 
pective mother and the future citizen be exploited 
and weakened in body and constitution is state sui- 
cide. No other interest is before this. 

The two bills now under tonsideration at Spring- 
field, one for the reduction of the permissible hours 
of labor for women, the other for the increase in 
the school years for children, with some other desir- 
able checks on child labor, hitherto described, are 
conservation measures which deserve the hearty sup- 
port of all classes of citizens. They are not social 
justice measures merely. They are social common 
sense measures. They may not be perfect in every 
detail, but they should be enacted without substan- 
tial amendment—that is, in a form which shall make 
as certain as possible that their essential purposes 
wil] be given full effect. 

It is to be hoped that reports of organized opposi- 
tion to these measures have been exaggerated and 
distorted and that associated business men’ appear- 
ing at Springfield will show enlightened social sense 
rather than a narrow and in the long run fallacious 
self-interest. The benefit of organization to protect 
and support legitimate business activity and those 
rights and interests of employers which are compat- 
ible with the public welfare is everywhere recognized. 
It is recognized in spite of the fact that such or- 


- ganization has sometimes been found opposing just 
legislation and useful social reforms. But if asso-_ 


ciations of employers wish to advance their own 
just interests and retain their influence they will 
not blindly oppose measures of social economy and 
efficiency but on the contrary they will generously 
support and help to perfect them. 

The trouble with organizations of all sorte fre- 


- quenfly is that they fall into the hands of extrem- 


ists. Officials paid to do something earn their sal- 
aries by thrusting their organizations militantly into 
positions the rank and file would not upon considera- 
tion approve. Two or three men are permitted to 
think and speak for many who let things take their 
course to the injury of their class and to the dis 
credit of themselves as citizens. 

Just now there is a tendency to react against fur- 
ther regulation and surveillance of business activi- 
ties. There is warning against the dangers of bu- 
reaucracy. But this by no means indicates a reac- 
tion against real conservation of life, real social 
economy, real industrial efficiency. Our standards 
in this respect have changed permanently and there 


is no chance of our returning to a period of waste- | 
“ful laissez faire, a period of selfish individual profit 
_ at the cost of the nation present and future. 


Associations 6f business men should support as 
vigorously as any reform organization the far- 
sighted economies of true social legislation. They 
should see to it that their representatives are not 
misrepresenting them, that they are not to be found 
in committee rooms and at public hearings, always 
obstructing, always angrily opposing, always blind- 
ly and selfishly fighting legislation wisely conceired 
to raise the lot of the common man and to make 
this nation now and always sound and strong from 


_ foundation to capstone. 


- LIQUOR IN ENGLAND. 
Lloyd-George gets more in earnest in his opposi- 


_ tion to liquor. The government finds itself seriously 
embarrassed by the effects of alcohol upon workmen | 


at a time when efficiency is necessary to the ac- 
complishment of national purposes. 


The chancellor at least is awake to thé fact that || 


the morale of the English has been impaired by 
drink, There is greater incentive to drink in such 
times hs these and Lioyd-George does not like the 
picture which the English portion of the United 
Kingdom presents. The pot house and rum hole are 
making rotten spots in English manhood: The lack 
of decent restraint is apparent. 
_ Irresponsibility, indifference, and sodden, ego- 
tistic, inefficient individualism break down the com- 
munity organization when it is needed at its best. 
Then it is found at its worst. Alcoholism not only 
presents England with a decadent element in its 
citizenship but it puts a drag on the work of its 
self-respecting, self-sacrificing men. 

The chancellor has seen battleships come in from 
action needing repairs and fail to get them in 
proper time because workmen who share none of 
the physical dangers of the empire’s exigency and 
who are asked merely to do their civilian work at 
the top of their ability are drunk or recovering from 
the effects of drink. 

Kitchener complains that lack of munitions of 
war interferes with the operations of troops and 
the men in the factories upon which the men at 
the front depend lose half a week because they get 
full of liquor at every opportunity. 

' Im ecireumstances such as these the chancellor 
says without exaggeration that the empire is fighting 
Germans, Austrians, and liquor and that the most 
dangerous is Wquor. 

It is hard in an individualistic nation to put the 
clamps down on self-indulgence which is protected 
by notions of personal liberty, but, radical as a 


S 
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prohibitory measure would be in England, one will 
be adopted, we believe, if the evil continues to threat- 
en the country. 

Liquor interests are fortified in the high political 
and social circles of England. They are strong in 


conditions. : 
_ He, of course, recognizes that the evil of alco 


holism does not stand wholly on its own supports 
but rests partly npon other ills. English toryism 
has been indifferent to manifest evidences: of a deca- 
dence which wise legislation could have checked. 
It has permitted hundreds of thousands of its citi- 
zens to go to the devil as they pleased or as they 
were. compelled. It Has permitted injustice and 
neglect to make slums and fill them. It has raised 
a large body of sullen men who think that all they 
ean get out of life is what they force the top dogs 
to grant them. eat 

The pot house has been a friendlier place to them 
than any they ever found with a flag over it and 
Lloyd-George knows that he has more than a ques- 
tion of liquor on hfs hands. 


MAY THE STATE SPEAK? 

The house of representatives today ts due, by pro- 

gram, to vote upon the question of submitting a 
resolution for a constitutioaal convention to the 
people of the state. It cannot be repeated too many 
times that this is the only question. The legislature 
is not asked to ggg whether there should be a new 
constitution or what kind of a new constitution 
there should be. 
It is asked merely to let the people say whether 
there has come a time needing a changed and bet- 
ter organic law. The house of representatives may 
deny the people the right to speak for themselves. 
It cannot grant a constitution. It merely can stand 
in the way of one being obtained. 

The legislature can keep the state tongue tied. 
It is asked merely to allow it to articulate. What 
does the state want? That is the only question the 
assembly is asked to determine, and that only by 


asking it.

RIGHTS. 
Considerable irritation and disgust are mani- 
fested among bird lovers and newspaper corre- 
spondents over the recent decision of Federal 
Judge Pollock at Topeka holding the national law 
for the protection of migratery birds null and void 
because of its alleged invasion of the sphere of 
state regulation. The pleas and arguments that 
were made in congress are being marshalled once 


in the judge’s opinion. 

Is not all this a waste of energy and space? 
The measure was so contentious technically that a 
congressional majority was mustered only after the 
greatest difficulties. Some of the old fashioned state 
rightists were prevailed upon to vote for national 
protection of birds in order that the highest court 
might have the opportunity to determine the. ques- 
tion. Is it surprising that-among so many federal 
judges one or two should be found who adhere to 
the notion that the regulation and protection of 
game belongs to the “ sovereign” states? 

Bird lovers expected some conflict and some set- 
backs .“ below,” but they pin their faith to the 
Supreme court. They hope and trust that that

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
{From the New World.) 

Tt may be a matter of reasonable doubt to say 
that the death penalty does not stay the slayer 
because in states where capital punishment exists 
he hag almost 98 chances out of 100 to escape. 
It would make a far more telling argument to 
the opposite opjnion to say: “Give capital pun- 
ishment atrial first before you attempt to abolish 
it.” New York and Chtcsal together have a 
population about equal to London. In 1913 these 
two cities had a total of 417 murders; just twenty 
times as many as London, which, out of its twen- 
ty murderers, had hanged fifteen. May it not be 
possible that the slackness of the law, the mis- 
use of its criminal proceedings, vastly more than 
the law itself must be blamed? Society owes to 
itself adequate protection. What guarantee has 
society against the murderer who, escaping the 
noose, goes to jail in the confidence that sooner 
or later he will be turned back on it? There are 
many awful features to capital punishment that 
are shocking and abhorrent, but we prefer these 
rather than a mawkish sentimentality that might 
leave us @ prey to weak doctrinaires. Should 
capital punishment be abolished in this state, one 
safeguard should be given—the power of pardon- 
ing should be taken from the governor.

Some of it is carried to the liver and there 
turned into sugar (glucose), which is 
burned igto carbonic acid, liberating heat 
and ergy. Some of the soluble fat 

into the blood after digestion is 
burned directly as fuel for the production 
of heat and energy and some of it is 
stored as fat under the skin and in the 
tissues generally as already indicated. 

When the tissues need to call upon the 
stored fat, it is possible, though not 
proved, that they can burn some of the 
fat directly into carbonic acid, making 
heat and energy. 

The more important method of using the 
stored fat is for\the digestive and dis- 
solving agents to convert it from insolu- 
ble stored fat into soluble fat, whereupon 
it reénters the circulation and is carried 
to the liver.

tility and contempt on the part of 
the old French aristocracy by his . 
acceptamce of the historic and il- 
lustrious title of Duke of Montmorency 
at the hands of Napoleon III. that it is 
doubtful whether his enly son, Louis, a 
widowed and childless staff officer of 50. 
now serving at the front in France against 
the Germans, will be willing to assume it. 
Allied to thé Rohans by marriage (his 
wife was a daughter of the present Duc 
de Rohan), it is probable that he will pre- 
fer to continue to be known by the title 
of Comte de Perigord, which he has borne 

until now. ’ 
If he diepenses with the dukedom he 
will be able to claim that he hae inherited 


absolutely nothing from his father, who . 


died on Friday last at the age of 76. The 
late duke left only debts, which are said 
‘to mount into the neighborhood of $2,000, - 
000. 
During the greater part of his life, in 
fact, ever since the downfall of the em- 
pire in 1870, he was in financial difficul- | 
ties and in the hands of money lenders, 
while the unending series of lawsuits 
against him by usurers and tradespeople 
were some of them of an exceedingly 
scandalous character. 
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The late duke repeatedly endeavored to 
secutfe the hand and incidentally the for- 
tune of rich American widows, aind among 
those whom he sought to marry was Mrs. 
William T. Moore. 

If his courtships were invariably un- 
successful it was because the American 
women concerned realized that marriage 
to him would harm, instead of further 
their socia) ambitions, and would have the 
effect of involving them in the ostracism 
with which he was treated by that noble 
faubourg in Paris to which so many for- 
eigners seek admission, and yet into 
which so few have succeeded in penetrat- 
ing. 

The old ducal house of Montmorency 
became extinct in the male line with the 
death of Raoul, the lest Duc de Montmor- 
ency, tn 1862. Napoleon III, thereupon 
proceeded to offer to Stamisias de la 
Rochefoucauld, Duc de Doudeauville, to 
revive the dukedom of Montmorency 
in his favor, on the ground that his 
mother had been a De Montmorency. 

Napoleon made this offer in the hope of 
conciliating the De la Rochefoucaulds 
and of attracting them to his court of the 
Tuileries, from which they and most of 
the old aristocracy had held rigorously 

The Duc de Doudeauville, however, in- 
dignanty spurned the advance of the em- 
peror, detlaring that a mere Bonaparte, 
an upstart adventurer, whose sovereignty 
at the best was of the mushroom order, 
had no right whatsoever to offer to any 
one 80 ancient and so historic a title as 
that of Duc de Montmorency. 

He added that assuredly no one of the 
old nobles would dream for one moment 
of such an offer, and that, if 
there wes amy one who had the right to 
aseume ft, it would be Edouard de Mont- 
morency, Duc de Beaumont and Prince 
de Luxembourg, reprea mting a younger 
branch of the Montmorency family. 

The Duc de Beaumont, by the by, sur- 
vived util 1878, when his line became ex- 
tinct. But he elways declined to take 
up the title ov Duc de Montmorency, pre- 
ferring his own dignities of Duc de Beau- 
mont and Prince de Luxembourg. 
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In nowlse discouraged, Napoleon there- 
upon tendered the dukedom of Montmor- 
ency to Adalbert de Talleyrand-Perigord, 
the effeminate and impecunious younger 
‘brother of the then Prince de Sagan, at

Adalbert de Talleyrand-Perigord ac- 
cepted the offer, on the plea thet his 
mother had belonged to the Montmorency 
family and, as soon as the official decree 
bestowing the title upon him was promul- 
gated, was called upon to fight a whole.

he received being challenges from Stan- 
islas de la Rochefoucauld, Duc de Dou- 
deauville, and from Edouard de Momnt- 
morency, Duc de Beaumont, on the 
ground that it was an insult to the house 
of Montmorency and to the entire old 
French aristocracy to accept as a purely 
modern honor from the hands of a Na- 


most glorious pages of the old time his- 
tory of France. 

The new Duc de Montmorency became 
an object of ridicule in all the newspapers 
save those of the Bonapartist following, 
and so strong was the feeling against 
him that he found the doors of all the 
best and smartest clubs in France closed 
against him. 

In fact, the only club into which he 
eventually found his way-was one which 
was virtually run by members of the 
Napoleon court, and which, falling into 
evil days after the downfall of the em-

Emperor Napoleon kept his promise 
about securing a rich wife for his new 
Duc de Montmorency amd married him 
off to Carmen Aguado, daughter of the 
well known Franco-Spanish banker, the y 
Marquis de Las Marismas del Guadale- 
quivir. 

The Aguados were of Cuban origin and, 
having made a fortune at Havama, estab- 
lished themselves at Madrid in the reign 
of old King Ferdinad, father of Isabella 
II., securing the marquisate of De las 
Mariemas from-him in recognition of 
financial services. 

They were intimate with the old 
Countess de Montijo and her two daugh- 
ters when the girls were maids of honor 
of Queen Isabella, and Sefiora de Montijo 
was one of the dames du palais at the 
court of Spein. 

When Eugénie became empress of the 
French, the Aguados followed her to 
Paris and became the principal bankers 
of the court, especially of the empress, . 

Indeed, the Marquis de Las Mariamas, 
who had never been admitted into the 
Spanish great world at Madrid, despite 
his title, cast off his Spanish allegiance 
and secured naturalization as ms French- 
man. 

The Marquise de Las Marismas became 
one of the principal ladies of the Empreas 
Eugénie and, ea beautiful womam, figures 
conspicuously fn that celebrated picture 
by Winterhalter portraying the empress 
surrounded by the fairest of her ladies. 

She was not a Spaniard but a Scotch- 
woman, one of the MacDonmells of Aber- 
chalder, daughter of Hugh MacDonnell, 
who was British consul genera) at Al- 
giers.

FOR RATE BOOST 


Sixteen State Commissioners 
and Credit Students Ap- 
pear Before Board. 


The sixteen state commissioners, rep- 
resenting 300,000 western grain dealers, 
manufacturers, and stockmen, had their 
first day of affirmative testimony yester- 
day in their fight before the interstate 
commerce commisalon ageinset the freight 
increases proposed by the railroads. 

Clifford Thorne, chairman of the rail- 
road commission of lowa, in hie opening 
statement denied his committee planned 
a general onslaught on the credit of the 
western railroads, asserting they would 
rether help establish the soundness and 
strength of their credit. 

Companies Earning Money. 

“We will show,”’ he told Commissioner 
Daniels, ‘that three-fourthe of the traffic 
in this territory ie being handled by com- 
panies that are earning above all oper- 
ating expenses and all interest on bonds 
and debt from 6 to 16 per cent on all their 
capital stock outstanding in the hands of 
the public. 

“The present move for increases in 
freight and passenger rates involves sev- 
eral times the $23,000,000 Gould ‘ printing 
press * scandal. 

“The impression has been given that 
the railroads have not been able to main- 


tein their properties during the last few] 


years, but we will prove to you that these 
westerm carriers expended §2,800 a mile 
of line in 10914 in maintaining their prop- 
erty, which was greater than ip any other 
year in their history. 

‘During 1914 there was a wilespread 
depression in all fields, including the rail- 
roads. But during the last five years the 
average net revenues were $400,000,000 
per year. This was greater than during 
any five year period prior to 1913 In their 
whole history.”

UP custards should be poached. 

Soft custards or custard sauces 

must be cooked in a double boiler,

When cooked so 
that the mixture thickens merely or co-
